THE MAGISTRATE DIS¬ 
CHARGED 1IIM. 

Ponton Tells His Story—The Defence 
Side of The Case-Addresses by 
Counsel—The Demonstrations in 
His Honor—The Magistrate s Sum 
mary. 

After a trial extending over Beven days, 
in which a great mass of evidence waa 
adduced, the Bank Robbery Trial came to 
a close on Saturday evening by the dia 
charge of the prisoner. That the decision 
was a popular one was evinced by^the 
demonstration that followed the Magis¬ 
trate’s words. Friends gathered around 
the young mac, the crowd cheered and 
everybody wan waiting for an opportunity 
to congratulate Mr. Ponton on his release 

Mr. Ponton made his way to the Paibley 
House where a covered carriage waa in 
waiting to convey him to the residence of 
Judge Wilkison, where bis mother had 
been stopping during the trial. A crowd 
soon congregated and “Billy” was com 
polled to stick his head out of the window 
and matte a little speech to his admiring 
friends, who cheered him to the echo. 
Then some one said “clear the way boys, 
he is going to see lus mother, ' and three 
hearty cheers were given for his mother. 
Later on the band turned out, and a large 
crowd armed with tin whistles etc , formed 
a procession and paraded the principal 
streets Bhort addrosses were delivered by 
Col. Ponton. K. Gob Porter and others. 
A large number came up from Belleville 
to participate in the fun, which was of 
a good natured character. Although the 
crowd “guyed" the detectives unmercifully 
there weie no demonstrations of violence 
offered, nor were any intended. 

A box was received by the proprietor of 
the Paislev House, which contained a num 
ber of exceedingly ancient hen fruit. It 
contained the following inscription : “ To 
bo presented oDe at a time to the detectives 
and the l ack inspector, Donated by Kings 
ton Bauk clerkf. Vintage WH " 

In conjunction with this the Llkwing 
letter was received ; “ Please buy hep hall 
the ripe heggs you can to sell ho*, the day 
of acquittal that the natives of Ilogtown

Mr. Young visited the Dominion Back 
safe during the adjournment for luneboon, 
and when his examination went on in 
the afternoon he was questioned about 
it. 

To Mr. Madden he said : “The hole in 
the vault may have been made one year or 
six years ago.

David M. Young, a safernaker, employed 
by J. & J. Taylor, haa-been ut the business 
23 years and lie said bis firm had manufac¬ 
tured the safe and the vault door. He 
described tho locks and material of the 
safe and found that the last number of the 
combination had been change!. This ‘had 
been done by inserting the key on the inner 
part of the lock and turning it to the left. 
There is no other way in which that can be 
done. 

It took two and a half hours to open the 
vault door, and there was no evidence of 
violence. It wduld be necessary to have 
numbers of tho Combination of the vault to 
open it. The door was burglar proof. 1 
was able to open the lock by locating the 
trouble by sonnd. 

After he bad been trying toopefc the safe 
several times, Mr. Baines gave him ihe 
combination and he proceeded to work on 
the lock. “ I looated the troub'e in from 10 
to 15 minutes and found that the safe lock 
had been tampered with in a manner similar 
to tho vault door lock. My experience on 
the vault door lock enabled me to opou tho 
safe quickly. 

This was when the robbery was discover¬ 
ed. On examining the inside of the safe I 
found that both compartment doors^ad 
apparently been wrenched off and Doth 
locks, which fastened on tho the inside, 
were in the bottom of the safe. Fart of 
each lock remained upoft the doors.” 

Witness here identified the locks exhibit¬ 
ed. 

llo continued : 1 The lock on the lower 
compartment was found at the bottom of 
the safe. The screws with which it had 
been fastened were also on tho bottom of 
the safe. The oylinder part was screwed 
on from the outside. The head of one of 
the screws was broken of. On the lock of 
tho upper compartment there was but 
slight evidence of force. The bolt was 
slightly bent and the key would not open 
the lock. Some of the screws were damag 
ed, and having its head broken and others 
were bent. The cylinder part of the lock 
was in good order and still faotened to the 
door. All the other parts were in^be 
bottom of the safe. 

“The upper compartment of the safe 
was opened first on the night of the 
burglary, because it would be impossible to 

wedge the shelf with the upper door lock¬ 
ed r 

A week afterwards witness and Detective 
Greer forced of! a dead lock ou the lower 
compartment and screws wero damaged 
and bolt of the lock slightly bent. The 
locks were Yalo treasury locks, not burglar 
proof. The safe and vault wero both 
burglar proof. 

On the vault door the lock was rather out 
of date, but on the safe it was as good as 
anyone would want. When the safe was 
opened the koys of tho combination wore 
also lying in the bottom of the safe. There 
is no evidence that the same force was used 
in opening the lower compartment as in 
the upper one. 1 believe it thoroughly im¬ 
possible for a man to have opened the safe 
without knowledge of the combination that 
would draw aside the bolts. 

I havo not seen the little hole in tho 
side of the safe and can say nothing about 
it. 

If the combination hMl not been given 
you that ovening, how could you have got 
in? asked Mr. Madden. 

Hy catting open. 

Is that the only way to your knowledge ? 

It is. 

Cros?.examined by Mr. Porter : Would 
you go eo far as to say it can’t be done, or 
that you think it can’t be done ? asked Mr. 
Porter. 

I'll go so far as to eay that it is impos¬ 
sible for it to be done, emphatically 
declared tho witness. 'J he keys of the 
combination wero in most cases kept at the 
bottom of the safe. It was just a straight 
key with a wing ou. 

Could any one with a part of the combina 
tion work out the balance ? asked Mr. 
Porter. 

Probably so. If observed very closely. 
By looking over tho shoulder of a man, a 
party might learn the combination, but it 
was very improbable. 

Tho combination of the vault and safe 
had not the same revolutions, were entirely 
different. 

A knowledge of opening the vault would 
give no knowledge of opening the safe ? 
was asked. 

None at all. 

Would having tho key of either or both 
oompartments in the safe be of any use 
whatever to aid in opening the combina¬ 
tion ? 

Absolutely useless. 

When Mr. Young was shown the im 
pression of the keve be said be bad been 
shown tho same slip by Detective Dough¬ 
erty in Queen’s Hotel, Toronto, a couple of 
weeks ago, and it may have been with a 


J l.e Magistrate should atari on% by behev 
irg the prisoner an innocent man until 
proven guilty. In the investigation any 
reasonable doubt should be extended to the 
accused by keeping in view these two irr- 
p.rtant eemente. V' as there one/eingle 
word or one tittlo of evidence that was not 
hb consistent with tho prisoner’s innocence 
a* with his gnilt ? Mr. Porter made an 
eloquent plea for the priioner’s dismissal. 
There wes a mnrmur of applause when Mr. 
P irtor »*t down. * 

The Chief of Police reminded the crowd 
tint they were not at a concert, but in a 
o urt of jujtice, and if a repetltioinof the 
like occurred ho would char tho court 
rojin. 

Mr. 11. M. Der'odie, () <\ Wien pointed 
out the case against tne prisoner. There 
was no evidence of f >rcu on the upper 
.compariFhcnt door; Ihe finding of tho 
paper in his rojnn containing the im 
pressions of the key of the lo-Ver compart 
inout; the n-'ise heard i;i Ins room on the 
night of the robbery, ahi Pontons 
sUtemtntfl in regard to his finances . Im 
failure to take advantage of tin oppor 
tunities presented to him to make an 
explanation. Ho had utoopcf to deceit and 
his deceit had got h.m into trouble. Was it 
reasonable that a clerk on a salary of 
3-H.50 per month would forget inside the 
m >nth having paid so largo an amount as 
815 and more, especially as that payment 
ha I been made to bis mother ? Mr. Deroche 
referred to Mr. Ponton’s betrayal of t|io 
interests of his employers in taking 
outsiders into the bank at unreasonable 
hours for tho purpose of pitying poker. 
Tiio finding of tho slip of paper containing 
the amount of good money on the night 
proceeding the robbery was also adverted 
to. That could only have been taken out 
of the bank for«an illegitimate purpose. 
He claimed there was sufficient evidence 
put in to call for an answer from the 
accused. 

Mr. Porter again addressed the court, re- 
vii .ving the evidence reverting to the. fact 
that the accused was a poor man and jiaa 
been thus singled out. Ho asked that lie 
bs discharged. A large number of the 
prisoner's sympathizers. and friends wero 
reduced to tears while Mr. Porter was 
Rp< uking. 

Magistrate Daly pointed out that the re¬ 
marks would be more pertinent if he was 
try ing the case. They had deprived him 
of that privilege by the e ection. He was 
there to decide if a prima facie case hod 
beeen made ont. The accused might put 
in a defence ; he was bound to hear it, if he 
was not in a position to balance the 
ovidencc. The Crown may have only put 
in a small portion of their evidence, and if 
the accused made art explanation he would 
be in a position to balance the evidence. 

Mr. Porter asked if the defence made ar. 
ex* Unation after the Mft i*tratc wan satis¬ 
fied a prima facie case had been made out, 
and it was satisfactory to Die Magistrate, 
wot.Id it lead to the dismissal of the cane / 

’ihe Magistrate did not see it in that 
lixht. If, after a prima facie case had 
been made out, the accused put in a defence 
he would have to go on and take the 
bah.nco from the prosecution. 

Further comment followed, and finally 
County Crown Attorney Warner pointed 
out that in a case of this character the 
prisoner could put in a defence by cxpla* 
nation, but not by contradictions. 

Magistrate Daly said that if the prisoner 
debited to make an explanation and after 
hcaiing it he chose to change his mind, the 
accrued would have tho benefit of it. 

W. H. Ponton, upon being sworn, said as 
follows: —I identify 'ihe slip of paper pro¬ 
duced ; I have teen it before ; 1 evidently 
made it out at some time. It is a specifica¬ 
tion that I make out every night when 1 
bain nco mv cash. It shows tho amount on 
hau l at the end of tho day. Tho figures 
10 and 1 wero put in first aud indicate what 
ca»h I had iu tbo safe on the day when the 
slip was made out. The other figures in¬ 
die »to what I had in my cash balance at 
3 p in. 1 used ono of these every night. 
These figures wero not put there for any 
other purpose, I cannot tell what the fig¬ 
ures on tho back of tho slip indioate. I 
had been writing my debit and credit on 
the back of the slips. If there were any 
differences iu the cash I usually carried tbo 
slip in my vest pocket oyer night, when it 
would be thrown in the waste-paper basket. 
When there was no difference in my cash

I left the slips under tbs toller s sponge, 
end they would be plaosd in tbs Waste* 
taper basket by tbs oaretoker. . I did not 
have ibis piece of papar in Mrs. MoGrser’s 
rx>m, and bad no opportunity of doing so on 
tbs nigbt of tbs burglary. I left tbs hotel 
after sapper, and want to tba Dominion 
Bank, where I lit the gas. I then went 
down to the Merchants' Bank, and met Mr. 
Smith, junior clerk. I spoke to him for a 
while. He left me and went to the station 
on his wheel, and I met Sam McCoy at the 
Campbell House, and went op to the Do 
minion B^nk and listened to the band play 
ing on the market square. I left McCoy 
there and went over to the Psisley House, 
where I remained until a few minntos after 
the band stopped playing. I then went 
down to the Merchants' Bank again. I 
stopped there talking to Mr. Coatae, Mr. 
Smith and others. Then Smith got tired, 
and wanted to go to bed, and I walked 
down with Mr. Coates, as far as the railway 
bridge. After talking for a while 1 left 
him and came back to the Tichbonrn Home 
corner whqn I met Nightwatchman Perry 
and E. Howland Hawley. I went np to 
tho Paisley House, and, sfler being there 
for some time, I got a jug of water, and 
went to my rooms in the Grange block. 
This would bo between 11.HO and 12 o'clock. 
I told Detective Ilodgins in onr first inter¬ 
view that it was 12 o'clock. There was 
nobody in my room when I arrived there 
I found my room in its usual condition. 

I went to bed immediately on my arrival. 
1 undressed myself. The light was pat out 
when I went to bed. The windows of my 
room were up. After going to bed, I slept 
till morning, and got np about 8 o’clock. 
From tho time I entered my room until I 
left in the morning about * o'clock 1 was 
not out of my room. There was no person 
in my rooms that nigbt, neither male nor 
female, nor of any kind or desorption. I 
made no noise in my rooms that night that 
I know of. I came to Napanee in Novem¬ 
ber. I havo beard daring the coarse of 
this trial the evidenoe of Mrs. McGreer, 
and cannot account for the noises being in 
my rooms. From lest November np to the 
time of my arrest I have not spent anv 
money that was not my own. When I left 
Toronto end came to Napanee I bad in the 
neighborhood of 880, wbioh I had saved 
from my saldty and from an accident policy 
I had received. I saved the money (3 buy 
a bicycle. I bought a bioycle in tbe spring 
from Mr Normile. I did not use the 
money that I bad saved in Toronto to buy

Where is Jackson now ? 

I presume be is in Booth America. I 
did not use tbe letter. 

When did yon last bear from him ? 

I have no recollection of the lait letter I 
received from Frank Jacksow. I used to 
correspond with him 

Do vou ever remember receiving a letter 
from him with tbe words “Don’t be 
sfraid, arrest, warrant,” or anything like 
that 

I don't remember. 

Long time ago since I beard from Frank 
Jackson. He was in Boceas Del Toro, 
8outh America, when I last beard from 
him. 

I don't know what Jackson’s business 
was. I have known him for some tiine, 
both in Orillia and Toronto. He was doing 
something in tbe frnit line. 1 was trans¬ 
ferred from Orillia to Toronto in the spring 
of 1805 and be came to Toronto from 
Orillia in tbe fall. Jackson followed no 


a bicycle or for any purpose after I oamo business in Canada. He was a regular 


down here in tbe spring. My salary was 
sufficient for my ordinary expenses. I 
incurred a few accounts in Napanee. My 
only object for doing so waa to pay for my 
bicycle in 810 payments and at the same 
time save my money. I had paid tlnse 
debts eventually, part of them with my 
salary and part with the money that I had 
saved. I paid all tbe accounts within a 
short time, booause I saw that 1 oould not 
save the money and keep up my payments 
on the bicycle without putting off my debts 
indefinitely. My mother bad also request 
ed mo to pay the money I owed for my 
clothes. The cheques produced in court 
are mine, and my object in keeping them 
was as receipts. 1 paid the oheques with 
my own money when presented, and there 
was nothing contrary to the ordinary mode 
of procedure of the bank. 

I was first interviewed on the Monday 
following tbe robbery by a detective. 1 
was interviewed by detectives several times 
about my finances. The detectives have 
said tSa. I positively denied having sent 
mouej tc my mother. 1 told them that I 
did rwit remember having sent any. I told 
Mr. Bogart that I had saved money. I 
did not wish the official* to know I was 
saving money on my salary, as I was afraid 
if they learned that I would never get above 
it. My reason for not giving tbe detectives 
the correct information was that I could 
not remember all the money I had paid 
out. I told them all I oould remember. I 
told Detective Dougherty in Mr. Bogart’s 
presence that if 1 bad access to the ledger 
und other bank book* I would make out a 
statement of my finances for him. 11c did 
not request me to do so. He said, “ You 
could possibly bring it out all right.” I

Were you drinking with Ilawley in the 
Paisley House on the night of the robbery ? 

1 believe I had two drinks and a cigar. 

IIow much did Hawley have? 

About as much as he could stand. 

He can stand a good deal ? 

You bet he car>. 

Who else did you have drinks with that 
night. 

SmitbT Coates, McCoy and Ilawley were 
the only ones I could have had drinks with, 
but I don’t remember drinking with the 
others. 

Did you know Mrs. McGreer was in her 
rooms on the night of the robbery ? 

I did not. «r 

Did you use the window in the rear of 
tho hall in going from the rooms ? 

1 used the window iu the rear of the hall 
quite often in the afternoons and may have 
used it at night. 

Mr, Madden then questioned the accused 
about his personal expenditure—bis laundry 
bill, tobbacoo, cigars, etc. 

You had ale for dinner, Mr. Ponton ? 

Yes. A little jug full of it every day. 

How much did that cost you ? 

Not a cent. 

You were at Orillia this year, Mr. 
Ponton ? 

Yes. 1 was tbore three days. I went 
down to see the Gaudacr and Rogers 
sculling match on May 25th. I took in 
Belleville and Trenton on the way dowr. 

Who are your associates in Belleville ?

How much money did you take with you

There was about 680 in the pocket book 
when I left for Orillia.

Mr. Ponton said that on Saturday night 
he left for Orillia, when he met Geo.

Ho stopped with Rapley at his rooms. He 
oould not say how mnch he spent on tbe 
Orillia trip. 

When did you save this money you speak 
of? 4 

Io April, 1836, I received 670 oa an 
accident insurance policy and bad eavei 
about 8100 dining my convalescence. He

No. 

Did you tell Dougherty that you received 
no money from any other source than your 
salary?

The accused admitted to Madden that he 
lud 6*0 lying in his little pocket book since 
last November earning nothing, his account 
with Tolton A McCoy had been running 
since last spring and his bill with Ititchie 
A: Co. since last winter and had been billed 
once or twice for it. Tolton & McCoy had 
drawn on him once and he had returned 
tho draft. 

The accused looked distraught and hii 
answers were very unsatisfactory. When 
Mr. Madden said it is now seven o'clock 
and that an adjournment would be accept¬ 
able his friends gave a sigh of relief at the 
respite. 

Court adjourned until 10 a m. 
SATURDAY. 

The cross examination of W. H. Ponton 
was continued this morning. 

To Mr. Madden he said : “Knew Geo. 
Ritchie, but did not remember seeing him 
in-July. Remember getting a letter from 
•Ritchie. Don’t remember that they said 
they were going to draw on him. Don’t 
remember if Ritchie drew on me on 21st of 
July and I sent draft back after putting on 
the back of it, will write. 

Paper produced and identified as in the 
handwriting of Fred Jackson. The letter 
was one Jackson gave him as an introduc 
tion to Judd Sewell. 

Didn't remember his bets. 

Questioned as to the horecs he bet on but 
could not remember which horses he had 
bet ou. 

This document from Jackson to Sewell 
was not given to me or uied for the Queen’s 
plate last spring. It was used in 1805. 
The letter is as follows :-Dear Judd, if 
you have anything good up your sleevo for 
to day put Ponton on to it for me like a 
good fellow. I was in to ste you a couple 
of times at the Wanderers but you were 
“out.” Pouton is no talker so you can 
coupt on him being strictly OK. I can’t 
get down myself to day so he is doing a 
little on the side for me. Will try and see 
you Tuesday. Yours truly, 

Frank W. Jackson. 

I was not doing a little for Mr. Jackson. 
I don’t know when it was written but I Bee 
it is written on a Dominion Bank cheque. 
I didn’t furnish Jackson with tbe cheque. 
I spoke of going to South America with 
Jackson when I was Mir Orillia as he held 
out suoh Battering inducements of the 
prospects there. Never complained of the 
salary I was getting to the bank and did 
not apply for a rise. I was ledger keeper 
at Orillia but was not in possession of the 
combination. My sparring associates in 
Belleville were Geo. Brown, Joe Cox, Jim 
Hanrahan. I gave my mother money in 
my room in Napanee on 31st of August. 
Never heard of a man named Charts* 
Comskey. 1 never told my mother or any 
i body else that I had saved 6S0 and had it 
i in my littlo pocketbook.. When I went 
over to my rooms with Detectives Greer 
and Wilkes to get the money, my 
little pocketbook was in the bureau drawer. 
I took tbe twenty dollar* out of there. 
The money I returned to tho pockotbook. 
The little pocketbook is now in Belleville 
I took it up and left it there when I went 
home. I took tho money out of the pocket- 
book when Greer and Wilkes were in the 
outer room and left the pocketbook in my 
handerchief drawer. Dougherty took tbe 
620 and tho pocketbook does not now con¬ 
tain the eaine s'20. They asked me to tarn 
out my pockets and I refused because it 
was an impertinent thing for them to ask 
me. I had been carrying a portion of the 
money around in my pocket. I don’t re¬ 
member how much I took out of my 
pocketbook. Don’t remember having paid 
anv money by cheque and did not pass it 
through the savings account except the 
cheques in court. Could give no instance 
, when he bad given cheques and paid tbe 
,ne bills when presented prior to the robbery. 
I bad p&id current accounts by cheque 
when presented at tho bank before. 

Normile’s instalment on tbe bioycle bad 
previously been paid throngh the Sayings 
Bank branch. He at all times bad tbe 680

ATTACKED WITH INFLAMMA¬

When the warm 
weather came again ho rallied, but was 
very weak and only a shadow of his 
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lie was again attacked in tho next

I Stapleton came from Oshavva. 1 had made 
arrangements with Mr. DouglaB for Staple 
ton’s board for one week.

To whom did you give your key to enter 
your room on the night of the robbery ?

Where were you on the Sunday following 
the robbery ?

There were no noises like boxing 
up anything in mv rooniB on the Sunday 
morning following the robbery nor like 
driving nails either. 

To Mr. Porter.—

of his ability answered them truly. He 
was speaking entirely from mempry.

Other 
wise found it harej to savo money from 
his salary. Had no knowledge of the com¬ 
bination of the safe, nor no koowledge of 
figures being on the calender.

Mr. Madden seked what other expres 
sions besides “cough up" had been used 
by Dougherty and when and where such 
expressions had been made. 

Witness could not think of what the 
other expressions were, and could not 
remembor anything offensive being said 
when a third party was near.

It won hi cer¬ 
tainly 1 m* an article of commerce on 
which cost would bo reduced to a mini¬ 
mum. nnd where material in no abundant 
and opportunity no frequent, it neemn an 
if tin* suggestion might meet with favor. 
For persona who only keep a single 
home or cow, or who only need a com- 
paritlvely small amount of bedding, we 
offer a simple device for storing leaven.

Your stock 
will have better 111 ter at very much less 
trouble to yottrnelf, and you will have in 
tin- spring a pile of the very best rnnntm* 
without any needs of grass or weeds *1 
it. You will have Raved throe or four 
dollars which straw would have cost yon, 
and vottr pile of manure will he quad¬ 
rupled. 


Milkweed, 

Many Ifcoplc who have lived In the 
country all their Htok have yet to learn 
that the milkweeds, cut down as cuin- 
berers of the ground, an- both beautiful 
and flagrant—the lawt especially true 
nights and mornings. Were these rare 
plants we should cultivate them as we 
do cnutin* and dahlias. 1 lie orange-red 
milkweed is more showy and more beau¬ 
tiful than the zinnia, and its rich color 
nnd ul’undnut bloom would In* thought 
very ornamental were it not classed in 
our minds as a weed. The taller species, 
with its pinkly purplish umbels, is more 
delicately colored, yet more imposing in 
appearance. The flowers of these is- 
clepiads are beautifully constructed to 
serve the mission of the plant, nnd de¬ 
serve to b* known as the dices of our 
waste places. They arc fascinating to 
bees and other insects, often fatuity so. 

Hear what the late William Hamilton 
Gibson, who though dead, yet speaks 
to us. from writings ill in publishers' 
hands, has to say of tins ••weed”: 

The .fie-wer is but n bright anticipation 
—an expnsdoti of hope in the being of 
the parent plant. It has but one mis- 
giotu All its fragrance, nil its nectar, 
all Its beauty of form and hue, are but 
means toward the consummation of the 
eternal edict of creation—"increase and 

multiply.” To that end wo owe all the 
-nliiiile forms, designs, tint*-, ileeortuions, 
perfumes, mechanisms and other seem¬ 
ingly inexplicable attributes. 

"Next to tin* llor.il ore-li ds the mech¬ 
anism of our milkweed blossom is per¬ 
haps the most complex and remarkable 
and illustrates * * * the absolute 

divine iiitcudiincc of a plant species upon 
the visits of an insect. The milkweed 
llowcr is a deeply planted contrivance to 
ipfttirc such an end. It fills the air with 
enticing fragrance. Its nectaries are 
stored with swih ts, nnd 1 fancy each 
opening hnd keenly alert with conscious 
solicitude for its affinity. Though ninny 
other llowrs manage imperfectly to per- 
is-luate their kin I in tin* default of in 
sect intervention, the milkweed, like most 
of the orchids, is helpless and incap¬ 
able of stteli resource. Enclose this bud¬ 
ded iimhH in tarletan gtiuzc and it will 
I loom days after its fellow blooms have 
fallen, anticipating this Consummation, 
lull IIO pods will be seen llpoli tills 
lllllbel.

Did the detectives accost 
yon in the Paialey House dining room, and 
in tho preaenoe of waitreeaes and guests 
oay to yon. 'Are yon the man ?’ This is 
a story I have beard, and I want to know 
if it is true." 

The prisoner replied that therejvas not 
a word of troth in it, and the magistrate 
remarked that he wae mnoh pleased to hear 
that euoh was the oase. 

' Well, it never happened, Your Wo»*~ 
ship,” said the witness. 

Mr. Porter remarked, loud enough to be 
heard. 44 They can't make that man tell a 
lie, even if it ie something greatly in his 
own favor." 

The accused made a much better witness 
to-day and his testimony left very little to 
be desired. 

AFTER ADJOURNMENT. 

R. 8. Shipman has resided in Napanee 
for nearly 43 years, and kept a daily reoord 
of the weather. Turning up the record he 
found there bad been dear weather on 
Aug. ‘27th, Aug. 28th the same, on the 29tb 
a heavy thunderstorm arose about 9 o’clock 
in the evening and the rain fell heavily for 
a few hours. It rained again on the 1st 
day of September, a light rain. On the 
11th of Sept there was heavy rainfall last¬ 
ing most of the forenoon. Mr. Shipman 
has kept this record for about 8 years. 

W. T. Waller testified he was a hardware 
merchant and bad some experience in mak¬ 
ing Yale lock keys and it is a very difficult 
thing to do. The paper with the key im¬ 
pressions being produced Mr. Waller said 
they were the impressions of a Yale key 
and it would be impossible to make a key 
from that impression that would lit the 
lock. The imprint on the paper couldn't 
be transferred to wax. A key had not been 
made from the impression submitted as it 
would exhibit the marks of the fitting if it 
had been. A pattern could not be takep of 
I he impressions except by cutting the kejr 
impressions out. The Orange block is 
covered with a galvanized iron roof and 
tar and gravel. The roof extends over 
The Express Office and Cox&H's store. 
These roofs expand with the heat of the 
sun and contract at night and produce a 
rattling noise. Sounds are emitted from 
conductor pipes and if the wind is l lowing 
it emits a moaning noise. 

To Mr. Madden — 

These cracking noises couldn’t be mis¬ 
taken for footsteps. The roof over Ponton's 
rooms on the Grange block is of gravel. 
The weather wouldn’t affect such a roof. 
A portion of the roof covering Tiik Express 
office and Coxall’s is of galvanized iron and 
a part covered with grave). 

Wm. Smith, joweller, sworn said that 
he had experience in locks and keyp. He 
was the gentleman who had been called in 
when the vault went wrong after the rob¬ 
bery. Knew the Yale look and the kind of 
key used in operating them. Piece of 
paper containing impressions of Yale lock 
keys produced. A key could not be made 
from the impressions, and a key had not 
been made from them. The impressions 
could not bo tranfferred to wax or any 
other substance frem the paper. The 
only way by which a key could bo made 
from these impressions would be by cutting 
it out. It iB difficult to make a duplicato 
key with the original key as a pattern. It 
would be a toss up whether a key made 
from the old key would fit without having 
the lock to try it in while making it. 

To Mr. Madden— 

Would not swear a key can’t bo made 
from impressions submitted but was posi¬ 
tive a key nad not bten mado from the im- 
preeBions. 

E. McLaughlin, stationer in the Grange 
block, knew tbo locality of Mr. Ponton’s 
rooms. They were almost directly above 
his place of business. I occupied Jho store 
on the night of the bank robbery. I know 
Mrs. Ilannah McGreer. I had a conversa 
tion with Mrs. McGreer after the robbery, 
which occqpred on Friday night. She 
called upon me on the Monday morning 
following I think, but it might have been a 
week later, and enquired if I had been in 
my office the night before that as she had 
heard noises as if some one had been there. 
I told her there had been nobody in my 
shop and ehe said possibly it might have 
been in the next shop. She spoke as if she 
could not locate where the noise was but 
thought it was below somewhere. I was 
satisfied there was no noise around my 
place. I enquired in the shop next dcor 
and ascertained that they heard no noises 
and hadn’t been in the shop at that time. 

To Mr. Madden— 

It was about 8 o'clock in the morning I

To Mr. Madden— 

The figures 10 would be made first to 
show the amount of oash in bis own oom- 
partment oflhe safe. If 10 meant tens or 
fives it would mean the amount of that 
denomination in the tatter’s compartment 
of the safe, speaking from the Merchant’s 
Bank procedure. 

T. G. Carscallen, undertaker, recollected 
that on the 27th of July he was called to 
the Paisley House to lay out a man named 
Merrill, who had died suddenly. On the 
morning of the 28tb, about one o’clock, be 
started for home and when passing the 
Dominion Bank he noticed a light in the 
building and perceived a man in the 
Dominion Bank ; behind the desk and in 
front of the vault. . Could not see him 
distinctly as the lower part of his body was 
screened by the frosting on the window. 
Could not see only his head and shoulderr. 
It was a very dark night and rainiog. 
William Masters was with me. It was 
remarked that they were keeping late hours 
in the bank as well as we were. I reported 
this occurrence after the robbery and as a 
result was visited by Detective Wilkes, and 
was interviewed in Detective Dougherty's 
rooms. I told Dougherty what I have 
related here and we prooeeded over to the 
bank but could not get in and we went 
back to his rooms Dougherty then took 
my statement down in writing. He asked 
me first if I knew the man or how he was 
dressed. I replied I didn’t know who he 
was or how he was dressed He asked me 
if he bad a cap on and I said 1 didn’t 
know. He then asked me if he had a golf 
cap on and I replied I didn't know what a 
golf cap was. Dougherty produced a golf 
oap and putting it on his head asked was 
it one like that. My answer was I didn’t 
know. 

Did you tell Detective Dougherty that 
the man you b&w in the bank had a golf 
cap on ? 

1 did not. 

If he swore you did, would it be true ? 

It woold not. 

Dougherty said he had been told by some 
parties it would be impossible to see a man 
in the bank as you say. He suggested 
goirg out and experimenting how it wa°. 
We gained access to the bank and I said 
tbo window is not the same as the night 1 
saw the man. Mr. Dougherty lowered the 
blind from above, and placed it m it was 
on the night in question. We then went 
across to the Paisley House and walked 
back towards the bank, I told him there 
was something wrong yet and Dougherty 
went in and found there was paste board 
over the sand glass, which he removed. 
We then placed a man in the same place, 
returned to the Paisley House, walked 
back and I<couId see the man. Dougherty 
said I’m satisfied you oould sea the man 
all right but I’m not surprised at your not 
knowing him or knowing how he was 
dressed. He thanked m« for coming up 
and seeing him and said good nigbt and 
left. Dougherty did not stand in front of 
tho vault door himself and ask me if 1 
oouid seo him. 1 did not tell him he was 
standing in front of the vault that I oould 
see about aa much of the man as I see of 
him. 

To Mr. Madden. 

Messrs. Bogart Wilkes and Dougherty, 
made a fair test and didn’t suggest any¬ 
thing. 

Wilkes and Bogart were with us. Mr. 
Dougherty wished to fairly investigate my 
statement that I had seen the man, and 
having done so, they ought to be able to 
say as much about exchanging the man in 
front of the safe. 

"But he didn’t tell me that he changed 
the man." 

“Now don’t be so clear about that." 

“Dougherty was with me, and Bogart 
and Wilkes were inside. On one occasion 
I think I saw Dongherty standing in front 
of the vault, at least, I think it was him. 
He bad gone in to clear tho papers obstruct 
ir.g tho light from the inside window. 
When 1 went to Dougher ty’s room I said 
nothing about the hat. I am sure I never 
said it was a golf cap. 

A:ex Karr recollected tlfe night of the 
burglary of the Dominion Bank as ho had 
occasion to go to train'from the west at 10 
o’clock end returned immediately after the 
train came in. Came back op John St., 
turned east at Dr. Bueonnctte’s cornet 
opposite Post Office, my sister-in law who 
I had gone to meet was with me. When

S rove an affirmative. Supposing Mrs. lle- 
ceer’s evidence wes Allowed to go unex¬ 
plained-admitting that she heard noieee 
In Ponton’s rooms, ware the footstep* 
traced to the bank or even out oo the roof. 
There wae no evidenoe to lead the footstep# 
or your worship’# mind that way. Grant¬ 
ing to tbs Crown tbo strongest possible 
positition, allowing the evidenoe of Mrs. 
McGreer to go nnoontradieted, did her story 
amount to a reasonable presumption that 
Mr. Ponton had committed the offence. 
Mrs. McGreer’s evidenoe does not prove e 
t presumption. 

k Ii has been explained to the oourt here 
to-ray how the oonsti notion of the roof 
miglt explain the noise* heard by Mrs. 
McGreer. Mr. Waller has told to the coart 
how a roof, snob as the one on the Grange 
block makes a oraoking sound which would 
continue until the roof had cooled off. Is 
it not just possible that wae the way the 
noises were made. Then there is Mr. Mo- 
Laugblin’s evidenoe that within a day or 
so after the robbery Mrs. McGreer came to 
see him in reference to noises she had 
heard. The evidence is important in this 

S artuular that on this occasion at least 
irs. McGreer was unable to locate the 
noises. Then again tbe noises heard by 
Mrs. McGreer were load enough to disturb 
a person sleeping in the third storqy. They 
were not made carefully. Would men en¬ 
gaged in a burglary of such magnitude 

f o about their work in such a manner, 
lurglaries were done in a stealthy way. 
Would not these noises be heard upon the 
street. The lady mast be mistaken. By 
what iDflaenoe or in what manner he 
oould not say. Her evidenoe shonid not 
be relied npon to such an extent as to 
blast the life of this young man by com. 
mitting him to trial. Then there is the 
evidenoe of the detectives who had verified 
Ponton’s statements as to his movements 
on that night that he had not been in bis 
rooms np to 12 o’olook. What about the 
uoises heard by Mrs. McGreer at 11 
o’clock? It couldn’t possibly be Ponton 
who was making those noities. 

Turning to the next branch of the case- 
the finding of the paper containing the 
specification of the cash in the bank on 
tbe night previous to the robbery—the 
oourt should not attaoh any importance to 
that paper in view of the evidenoe. His 
olient swore it was not placed in Mrs. 
McGreer’s room by him. Unless yon 
believe tbe story that it flew in the window 
so providently, yon mast be foroed to tbe 
oonoiusion that it was placed there by some¬ 
body. After all the matter of the slip was 
only a matter of theory or conjeotore, we 
want proof. The court was helped to a 
consideration of this branch of the case oy 
the evidenoe of Mr. Shipman and his for¬ 
tunate weather record. Tho Crown's theory 
that it was dropped on the roof by bis 
olient on tbe night of the burglary is 
hardly tenable. If the paper had Iain 
Uiere exposed to the heav> rainstorm of 
Sunday night the marks upon it would 
have been entirely obliterated. This was 
necessary to the theory of the crown, but 
it never laid there from the Friday night 
until it was found. If Ponton dropped it 
on the roof Friday night, wi ll the rain of 
Sunday night it would have*been destroyed 
and the pencil marks ob'iteratcd Had 
that fragile piece of paper gone through a 
heavy rainstorm It was asking tho 
oourt to bolieve too much. This piece of 
paper onlv contained a specification of the 
oash in the bank on tbe night of the 2Gtb. 

It was utterly useless to anyone except 
tbft teller. It did not attempt to show 
the figures of the cash in the bank on tbe 
night of the robbery. Mhat earthly pur 
pose would a burglar who had eniered 
into a conspiracy with a clerk in the 
bank wish "to obtain such a paper for ? 
The young men who went into the wit¬ 
ness box had sworn that the paper was 
not gotten out for any ulterior purpose. 
They had demonstrated that his client 
had tod the truth about the piece of paper 
Messrs Wallace and Molson, who occupied 
positions of trust in tho Merchant’s Bank 
had told tbe court they were in the habit 
of making out just such puces of paper. 
There was no bing in the piece of paper. 

And now, turning to the last branch of 
the case, the fiudieg of the key impressions 
he would ask the court what is it introduc¬ 
ed for ? It was put in to prove that 
Ponton had llie key of the lower compart¬ 
ment of tho safe, but of what possible 
service wovld these imprints of the bey be 
to the accused ? The evidence showed that 
the lower compartment of the safe had 
been forced, and then look at tbe evidenoe 
in connection with the impressions. Wit- 
nessts Young, Smith and Waller had 
sworn that a key never was made from 
those impressions, and never could be made 
from them, and Ponton, the accused, 

awears that ha nevar saw the imnrefiainns.

and it was certainly after the robbery, and 
it might have been a week after. It was 
not tho day after the tobbery, or the fol¬ 
lowing Sunday and may have been on 
Monday or possibly after. 

E. A. Molson, teller in the Merchants 
Hank here, said he kept his caeh in the 
drawer of his compartments and some of 
it in tie safe. The slip of paper found by 
Mrs. Hcgart, wts produced. I would call 
it a teller’s specification sheet showing 
amount of cash at the tnd of the day. 1 
see the figures 7'J, 11,45, and 4 and what 
looks like 10 in the front of the 74, and 1 in 
front of the 45. I have made slips like 
this out every day, perhaps several times a 
day. The figures indicate the amount of 
cash in the safe and the amount in the till. 
The two combined wouli make out the 
total amount of cash on band and would be 
transferred into tho specification book. 
I have n?ver seen the oasb entered in the 
specification book without the use cf these 
little slips. It is a good way of keeping 
account as you can utc a load pencil, and 
in entering figures in the specification book 
you are obliged to use a pen. I make me 
of the back of the slip for\utting down the 
amouut of sundry bills that are sent out. 
1 have used tl e back of the s' ip to strike 
my balance. When I am through with 
slips I generally throw them in the waste 
paper basket. I don’t see anything suspic¬ 
ions in that pieco of paper. There is 
nothing aboutjt that 1 would not expect to 
find a toller using. 

To Mr. Madden— 

Know nothing of tho proceedings of the 
Dominion Bank and have been teller at the 
Merchants Bank since last spring. 

You made more of an explanation about 
this slip than Mr. Ponton. IIow do you 
explain this ? * 

It is my usual custom. 

Ilavo you any of those slips now ? 

Well I don’t know. They may be all 
destroyed as I have not been keeping the 
cash for the last week. 

1 wish you could find one of thoeo slips. 
It might become a very important element 
in this case. 

I will endeavor to do sd. The 7‘J I 
would think was put down first and the 
figures 45 next. The figures 10 1 would 
think would indicate there was 1G0O one 
dollar bills. Had heard of a case in Mon 
treal about two years ago when a teller had 
taken one of those slips out of the bank with 
him for the purpose cf balancing his cash. 
This slip would not indicate the amount 
of cash in the treasury but in the till. It 
would not necossarily represent all the 
money in the teller’s compartment. A 
slip like that would not represent tho torn 
bills, foreign bills or reoeipe. 

J. B. Wallace, a bank clerk and relieving 
teller. 1 have been engaged in banking ten 
years and have filled the position of teller 
four years in the Merchants Bank of 
Canada. A m now in the Montreal Branch 

Slip produced. I see the figures 7‘J, 11 
45, 4, 10 and 1. The paper looks very 
much like a teller's board rulo used for a 
specification of the cash. A teller keeps 
out the caeh he thinks he requites for the 
day and the balance is left in the compart¬ 
ment of tho safe. The figures would 
indicate the number of fives, tens etc., 1 
had in my cage. The figures 10 and 1 
would indicate that it was a memorandum 
of the cash inside the safe. Tho combined 
figures JfiT'J and 145 would indicato the 
amount of cash in the cage as well as what 
you havo iu the safe. 1 always use slips 
of this kind. It is considered a very good 
way. It saves time and is very convenient 
I notice figures on the back of tho slip. J 
often use the back of the slip when 1 am 
striking a balance, as we call it. The slip 
of paper is usually thrown into the waste 
basket at the close of the day. It is 
simph n memorandum. 1 have known 
tbooo Blips to have been carried out of the 
bank on more than ono occasion. I have 
carried thorn out myself. If you are out 
in your ca6b you might put it in your 
pocket and after leaving the bank it might 
occur to you where that difference was. I 
havo never seen the figures entered iu the 
cash book without makiug out a slip. The 
slip would contain a memorandum of all 
tho teller's bills. If that paper was handed 
to me I would not know how much money 
was in the bank. Know of no ulterior 
purpose for which the slip could havo been 
used.

Mr. Porter said he had no doubt his wor¬ 
ship was glad in common with the rest 
that they were approaching the end of the 
case. Bcfoie touching on the evidence he 
wished, to call the attentibn of the court to 
what the la^ is and bow it is to be acted 
upon in a case of this kind, ne directed 
hts Worship's attention to the sections 
governing the discharge of the prisoner, 
hia commitment or a caee of committal 
where bail would be al’owed. He wished 
his worship to keep these sections in view 
in considering the case. 

1 at. When the evidence adduced only 
created a suspicion against the accuced, 
then the Magistrate was justified in die- 
charging him. 

2nd, When the evidence was sufficient 
to warrant hia committment for trial. 

3rd, When the evidence was such as 
created a strong presumption of guilt, but 
not sufficient to warrant a commitment 
then tho Magistrate could hold tho prisoner 
to bail to answer the charge. 

He was not aware of the opinion of his 
worship’s mind, but he would strongly 
press for a diechargo of his client. He 
held there was no sufficient evidence to 
warrant a commitment or to hold him for 
trial, A great responsibility rested upon 
the court, the counsel and all concerned. 
The magistrate had a duty to perform and 
he hud every confidence he would find upon 
tho evidence according to British justice no 
matter who it might hurt or benefit. The 
case narrowed dowa in his mind to four 
points, which might be termed tho four 
salient features of tho caso. A great deal 
of the evidence had no bearing upon the 
prisoners guilt or innocence. It should 
not be overlooked by his worship that all 
tho witnesses who testified on behalf of the 
Crown, said, that with the^single exception 
of his finances, they found him true aud 
reliable. This fact alone should weigh 
heayily in his client’s favor iu considering 
the caso. 

The four points of the case may bo set 
dojvn as follows: 

1st, The noises he^td ia Mr. Ponton's 
roonri by Mrs. McGreer on the night of 
the robbery. 

2ud, Tho piece of paper found by Mrs. 
BogarL • 

3rd, The financial position of Mr. Ponton. 

4tli, and lastly. r l he impressions of tho 
key found in tho accused's room. 

In considering Mrs. MoGreer's story 
about the noises heard in Mr. PoDton's 
rooms on the night of the burglary we 
must look at tho etroDg probability of her 
being mistaken. In considering the evi¬ 
dence adduced all the circtudstauces must 
be considortd separately. If the cir 
cumstanca is such that it, does not 
amount separately to a reasonable suspi¬ 
cion against the accused then it must be 
set asido. He was not supposed to lump 
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until they were brought into court. There 
was another side to this evidence and most 
interesting side, tot* Take the evidence of 
the detectives regarding another piece of 
paper—the calendar found by Manager 
Baines containing the figures of the com¬ 
bination of the safe and the evidence of 
the superintendent of the detectives—and 
draw conclusions as to where theee figures 
came from. We find that detectives 
Hodgins, Greer and Wilkes are all clever 
men in their profession. They arrive after 
the robbery and for two weeks do all they 
possibly can to arrive at a solution of the 
case. Then detective Dougherty appears 
on the scene and bolds a consultation with 
the other detectives and finds Greer * 
the fence’ and Wilke9 inclined to an 
inside origination. Dougherty concludes 
that tho robbery was committed ^>y a 
man with a kno wledge of the combination, 
He tellls you thaleverything failed before 
the figqres of the combination were found 
aud the impressions on the paper were 
found. 

Is this not significant? The other 
detectives had not been in Baines’ room 
until Dougherty arrives. Baines did not 
remember having written down the com 
bination. It .was necessary to Dough¬ 
erty’s theory that the combination had 
been given away. Look at the ingenious 
way in which the figures were found. 
There was a calendar hanging in Mr. 
Bainos’ room, put there in January, 1807. 
The combination of ths safe was changed 
in May lH'JG. He cariied the combina¬ 
tion in his inind‘until January, when the 
figures were »put down to refreshen his 
memory. How is the oalendar brought to 
Mr. Baines' attention? Detective Dough¬ 
erty tells you there was some talk about 
the moon’s phases and then tho calendar 
was teferred to. 

At this juncture Detective Dougherty 
rose up and said ; “Your Worship, it’s 
not so.’’ 

On the last page of the calendar the 
moon’s phases were found and directly 
above it the figures of the combination of 
the safe were found. Mr. Baines could 
not look at the moon’s phases without 
flnditiR the figures. If Mr. Baines had 
put the figures there, would he forget in 
August that ho had done so ? Mr. 
Baines eays the figures are bis, but the 
most naural assumption is that he did 
not wri e them. As to who did. 1 am 
not concerned. Now, to refer back to 
tho impressions of the key found in 
Pon’.on's rooms. There was something 
else necessary besides the finding of the 
figures. Hodgins and Greer had visi'ed 
Ponton’s rooms and found nothing of a 
suspicious nature. Tho two detectives 
wero in Ponton’s cooms with tho accused 
ou the night of ticp*. 23, and nothing 
was foutd. Hut Mr. Ponton that night
